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S,B _ Your  two  last  letters  appear  to  have  been 

designed  for  making  up  the  number.  Like  mor¬ 
tar,  thay  only  fill  up  space,  without  strengtheuing 
the’ wall.  When  I  consented  to  protracting  the 
controversy  to  forty  letters  in  all,  or  twenty  letters! 
each,  it  was  on  your  allegation  that  you  could  notj 
do  justice  to  the  subject  in  less.  But  really.  Sir, 
for  some  time  past  you  seem  to  have  exhausted 
the  subject  and  to  be  inteut  on  making  up  the 
complement,  rather  than  proving  your  proposi¬ 
tions.  Vour  proof  was  nearly  all  in  your  first  I 
letter :  it  was  then  in  the  solid  form — since  you 
have  given  it  to  us  in  its  liquid  state — and  now  you 
are  exhibiting  it  in.  its  gaseous  phenomena.  It 
becomes  still  less  feasible  the  more  speciously  yon 
elaborate  it.  Yuur  allegations  require  direct  proof; 
yet  you  have  nut  attempted  to  give  us  a  text,  not 
even  a  single  text,  that  says  all  men  shall  be  fin¬ 
ally  holy  and  happy — not  one  verse  that  says  any 
thing  about  yo.rr  pos/  mortem  purgatorial  repent¬ 
ance,  sanctification,  ami  salvation.

Meantime,  while  you  are  elabo- ' 
rating  a  theory  rather  than  proving  a  propo^<ition,  j 
I  shall  proceed  to  summoti  a  few  witnc.sses  hi  the  i 
case,  whose  testimony  severally  and  colleriively  j 
refutes  all  Universalism,  both  the  genuine  Univer-! 
salism  of  New- York  and  Ncw-England,  an<l  your 
tinwrillen  iiulefinable  Kestorationism.  Future  | 
judgment,  future  punishment,  the  everlasting  dc- ! 
struction  and  perdition  of  ungodly  men,  or  the  ul-| 
liinatc  ditrcrcncc  lictwecn  the  righteous  and  liie; 
wicked  in  another  stale,  are  unctiuivocally  assert- 1 
edand  fully  maintaiited  by  the  following  witnesses, ' 
if  their  words  have  .any  meaning.  Tiiough  w'ril- :

Matthew,  Lukeand 
John  confirm  the  statements  of  Manhew',  and  add  j 
other  sayings  of  the  Messiah  of  a  similar  import, 
and  sometimes  illustrative  of  them  ;  such  as,  “All 
sins  may  be  forgiven  unto  the  sons  of  men,  and 
blasphemies  wherewith  they  shall  blaspheme;  but  | 
he  that  shall  blaspheme  against  the  Holy  Spirit 
hath  never  forgiveness,  but  is  in  danger  of  [or  liable 
to]  eternal  damnation.”  Mark  iii :  28.  Matthew

Holy  Spirit  it  shall  not  be  forgiven  him,  neither  in  ' 
this  u'orld,  neither  in  the  world  to  come,"  xii:  31,  | 
32.  Luke  also  declares,  “To  him  that  bias- 1 
phemes  against  the  Holy  Spirit  it  shall  not  be  for-  ^ 
given."  xii :  10.  Mark,  by  a  peculiar  repetition,  j 
makes  some  points  more  emphatic  ;  as  when  he  i 
quotes  the  Messiah  saying,  “  Than  to  go  into  hell, 
into  the  fire  that  never  shall  be  quenched,  where  j 
their  worm  dieth  not  and  tliefireis  not  quenched.”  j 
This  he  lepeats  three  limes,  chap,  ix:  42-48.  “  Wo 
to  that  man  by  whom  the  Son  of  Man  is  betrayed  !  I 


who  shall  never  be  pardoned,  Jesus  Christ  him- 1 
self  has  most  solemnly  and  explicitly  done  it  in 
the  words  before  quoted — “  He  shall  never  be  for¬ 
given,  neither  in  this  world  nor  in  that  to  come.”  | 
‘  16th.  Here  we  might  pause :  for  who  can  illus- ! 

trate  or  confirm  the  wordsof  the  Saviour  and  Judge  i 
of  all  tiien  !  But  as  there  are  some  who  teach  I 
I  that  since  the  Gospel  was  fully  preached  by  the] 
apostles,  and  not  by  Christ,  nor  >he  prophets,  we  : 
,  must  look  to  their  testimony  for  the  future  condi-  ■ 
tiori  of  those  who  receive  and  reject  their  Gospel.  ■ 
We  shall  therefore  hear  some  of  the  apostles  tes- , 
lify  on  this  subject : —  ' 

'  17th.  The  sketches  of  sermons  found  in  the  Acts 

of  the  Apostles  show  that  the  receiving  and  reject- : 
'  ing  of  the  Gospel,  as  there  published,  was  under¬ 
stood  by  all  the  preachers  as  equivalent  to  receiv- 
i  ing  and  rejecting  eternal  life.  For  example,  Paul 
and  Bartiabas  said  to  the  Jews  in  Antioidi  of  I’isi- 
dia,  “  It  was  necessary  that  the  word  of  God  should 
'  first  have  been  spoken  to  you  ;  but  seeing  you  put 
it  from  you,  am]  judge  yourselves  unworthy  of  cler- 
jno?  life,  we  turn  to  the  Gentiles.”  Again,  Luke 
says,  “When  the  Gentiles  heard  this  they  were 
'  glad,  and  glorified  the  word  of  the  Lord  ;  and  ns 
many  ns  were  ordained  [ileiermit>e<l]  for  eternal 
'^Ufe,  believed.”  And  t<)  those  who  rejected  the 
Gospel,  Paul  says,  “Behold,  you  despisers,  ami 
wonder  and  perish.”

As  a  proof  of  the  fait  li fulness  of  Paul, 
we  learn  that  when  he  renioaed  before  Felix  and 
li  Drusilla  of  righteousness,  temperance,  and  judg¬ 
ment  to  come,  Felix  trembled.”  Acts  xxiv  :  25. 
But  we  have  not  to  infer  their  mind  or  make  out 
their  testimony  by  construction.  Wc  shall  there- 
■  fore  hear  Patil  in  his  Epistles:  —

1  expose  of  the  principles  of  the  moral  government 
jfif  God  ns  Paul  understood  it.
